Captain John Prindiville of Chica­ 
go has received a dispatch announcing 
the safe arrival of the schooner P am ­ 
lico at Faebor.

It was an unusually long 
trip, and m any had already given her 
up as lost. 
Mr. Prindiville was the 
only one who insisted that she would 
turn up all right, no m atter how long 
she was out, and events have proved 
that he was right. 
The Pumiico left 
Chicago with a load of corn for Liv­ 
erpool, May 14, 1874, and arrived a t 
the other side of the ocean without 
having got into any trouble. She 
was chartered to take back a cargo of 
chemicals, but when near Newfound­ 
land she encountered a severe storm 
and was almost wrecked, compelling 
her to go back to England for repairs. 
In the Full she again tried to reach 
this country, but made no better suc­ 
cess than at the first time,being again 
driven back in a disabled condition. 
Tills time she arrived at this side of 
the ocean, but only after a most te­ 
dious and lengthy voyage and hav­ 
ing beea given up by m any persons. 
A dreadful calam ity occurred at 
Brltiesburg, Pa., yesterday morning 
about 9:30 o’clock. A considerable ex­ 
plosion occurred, which was heard for 
a considerable distance, and the build­ 
ing in which it took place was liter­ 
ally blown to atoms. 
Between thirty 
ana forty lives were lost. 
The great­ 
est excitement prevails. The cause of 
the accident is yet unknown. Brides- 
burg, where the U. 8. Arsenal is situ­ 
ated, is seven miles out of town in the 
23d Ward, on Frankfort creek, near 
the mouth of the Delaware. The ex ­ 
plosion is creating a terrible excite­ 
m ent in the neighborhood. 
Most of 
the population reside on the opposite 
side of the creek. The arsenal was In 
command of Lieutenant-Coionel A. J. 
Treadwell. 
The explosion occurred 
in the laboratory of the arsenal, and 
twenty-five persons were in the room 
at the time. The following is a par­ 
tial list of the casualties: Killed, John 
McLaughlin 
and John McMullen; 
wounded. Edwin Childs, Albert Lee, 
Wm. Butler, Abe Farens and S. Ir­ 
win. A later dispatch says the explo­ 
sion was caused by the breaking up of 
condemned am m unition. There were 
from forty to fifty boys at work in the 
laboratory, only two of whom are re­ 
ported killed, but several are fatally 
wounded. 
The whole num ber of 
killed and wounded will not be under 
thirty. The indications are th a t the 
first report of the explosion was exag- 


geraled. The killed will not probably 
exceed two or three, though there 
are a number injured all of whom tire 
boys. 
According to the accounts from D a­ 
mascus of tho 22d of July, the cholera 
was raging there. Four hundred cases 
were reported daily, but the real num ­ 
ber was concealed. 
The Cnristiau 
quarters are deserted. Sudden deatlis 
occur on the streets. There are no 
physiciaus, medicines nor supplies for 
the sick. 
The disease is also bad at 
Antioch, Deerhenis, Ham ah, Hom an 
and 
Silijah. 
The Druiz mission 
schools are closed and the children 
dispersed. 
Somore Parcira, a pawnbroker at 238 
W est Fifth street, Cincinnati, started 
out last Thursday evening, h av in g 
his wife and daughter incherge of the 
shop. 
They took chairs and sat on 
the pavement near the front door, and 
while there a thief entered the rear 
and succeeded in getting $8,000 or 
$10,000 worth of jewelry out of the 
open safe and m aking his escape, al­ 
though the gas was burning brightly. 
The loss was not discovered until Fri­ 
day.

The President introduced Mr. Wig- 
giutou as a good politician, uu orator 
and a scholar.

NeArly three weeks 
ago 1 visited Sun Jose, to find him 
gone to Sun Francisco, ami when I 
reached San Francisco I found lie had 
returned to San Jose. 
Bear with me 
until I read you a copy of the letter I 
then sent him. [Here the speaker read 
a copy of his challenge to Mr. Hough­ 
ton, sent July 20, 1875.] 
W hat was 
hiH answer? H e positively refused to 
accept—not becuu-e he was not my 
equal in oratory but because he could 
not defend his record in Congress. 
After he refused to meet me in debate 
I have a right to exumlne his record. 
H aving uttempted to answer my in­ 
quiry here, there are yet m any things 
on which he remained silent. I recog­ 
nize him as a gentleman. 
Personally 
I have nothing to say against him. 
His record in Congress, however, is 
public property, and it 19 our right to 
examine it. 
f have here official doc­ 
um ents showing his record, to which 
I will hereafter allude.

As a Democrat, standing by my 
party, I am in favor of hard money. I 
am opposed to paper money and in 
favor of a return to a specie basis. I 
am opposed to the system of inflation 
indulged in at every money pressure. 
On the question of the inflation of the 
currency 1 find that there were six In­ 
flation propositions before Congress, 
and Mr. Houghton voted for five of 
them and did not vote on the sixth. 
He claims to have voted for certain 
propositions th a t contracted the cur­ 
rency, but the record shows that he 
voted for inflation five times and failed 
to vote on inflation once. How did lie 
acquit himself on the back-pay or sal­ 
ary grab? The whole people were ex­ 
asperated against Congress for that 
act. 
W hen the American people were 
asked to re-elect these salary-grabbers 
only four of them were returned. One 
member, a Republican from Pennsyl­ 
vania, who was formerly elected by 
9,000 majority, was defeated after the 
sulary grab hy over 2,000 majority. 
The Press of the country was almost 
unanimously against it.

Finally at the 
ballot-box they repudiated it almost 
entirely. 
Mr. Houghtou not only 
voted for it, but held the spoils. 
He said in his speech here that the 
sum was so small that there should he 
nothing said about it, but the people 
look a t the principal involved and not 
the pitiful sum. 
W hen the question 
of the repeal came up Mr. Houghton 
was 
found 
voting 
against the 
repeal. 
H e 
had 
recelvee the 
Congressional salary 
grab, 
he 
was in 
favor of 
getting 
it and 
keeping It every time 
and voted 
against putting it back. In doing this 
lie did not represent the people of the 
4th District of California. Again in 
the Arkansas troubles we find Mr. 
Houghton voting with the Eederul 
Government. On the question w heth­ 
er Arkansas should regulate her own 
domestic concerns, or 
the Federal 
Government should rule by the bayo­ 
net, Mr. H oughton was found with 


the administration. When «Committee 
consisting of three Republicans and 
two Democrats was appointed to vis­ 
it that State, and when they returned 
and made a report in favorof allowing 
the people of that Slate to regulate 
their own domestic concerns, he was 
still found with tlio administration. 
The result was their report was adopt­ 
ed and the people of Arkansas adopted 
I heir new constitution by 100,(MX) m a­ 
jority. 
They elected 
conservative 
State officers by a msjority ranging 
from 3,000 to 30,000, and the officers 
took their places peaceably. Though 
the country previously ’Vas brought to 
the verge of oivil war. yet they were 
allowed to settle their affairs them ­ 
selves, the officers took their seats and 
to-day property and life arc safe, and 
the Stale is as prosperous as our own 
glorious State of California, and yet in 
all its wrong doings the Administra- 
tionjwas hacked by Mr. Houghton. In 
this action tie did not represent the 
sentim ent of the people who elected 
him. 
In his speech here lie failed to 
remember his action on the Civil 
Rights bill, and did not mention it. 
As a Democrat, with the majority of the 
party, I accept the Constitution with 
all its amendments. W e did not be­ 
lieve iu the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
Amendments,but accept them in good 
faith, as much as the first article to 
that instrument. 
That it. was good 
policy to pas-the Civil Rights bill, I 
will not now discuHS. 
Mr. Cessna’s 
amendment was a violation of the law 
of the land, compelling the children, 
white and black to nnx iu the public 
schools, and affixing a penalty of one 
thousand dollars to any violation of it 
by white or black. 
The penalty wm 
so great that tveii the very wealthy 
dared not oppose it, with its opt ion of 
fine or Imprisonment. Mr. Houghton 
supported it, but the Adminisi ration 
could not get voles enough to make it 
a law; yet it was not the fault of our 
member. 
In doing this he did not 
represent the wh te or colorid citizens 
of this Districr, the bill being an in­ 
sult a n d a n injury to the colored and 
white. One other thing: It was found 
th at 
the Administration had 
not 
money enough to run the machine 
until (he next Congress met, and it 
was proposed to increase the tax on 
distilled liquors. 
I believe iu taxing 
luxuries rather than necessaries, but 
when Mr. Houghton voted for this in­ 
creased jtax, he overlooked the vlne- 
growers, w iue-m akers aud hrandy- 
makers of Southern California. 
The 
time is coming when Southern Cali­ 
fornia 
will m ake more wine and 
brandy than France, Italy and Ger­ 
many, and will m ake it as good. This 
interest should be encouraged, and 
when the question came up to increase 
the tax on distilled liquors, it was his 
duty to present the case of Southern 
California. 
He should have tried to 
except Southern California, but in­ 
stead voted to increase the tax from 65 
cents to $1 per gallon. W hen he did 
it ho struck a severe blow against 
Southern California. 
H ad he paid 
more attention to our interests and 
less to railroad matters, he would 
have been of more service.

There is one fixed principle of this 
government—that is the right of peti­ 
tion. The people have the right to peti­ 
tion, huve their petition respected, con­ 
sidered and presented.

The Railroad Company offered all the 
people asked. A Conference Commit­ 
tee was desired, aud owing to the late­ 
ness of the session the desired uctlon 
could not be taken, and the case 
stands now as it did before.

H e blocked the building of the Pa­ 
cific Railroad iu this direction from 
Soledad south. 
But for his action it 
would have been built with the same 
energy as from Caliente to San Fer­ 
nando.

In his speech here he for­ 
got his action on the Force bill or 
Bayonet hill as it was called, hy which 
the military power of the United 
States should govern several States.

That is 
false. I am in favor of completing a 
road on the 82d parallel. The party is 
pledged to it, and legislation should be 
given it, but I would not vote a dollar

wrong,opposed to the Constitution, and 
begat in iniquity. I believe in legis­ 
lating lairly with all railroads. They 
are essential to the development of the 
country. 
The railroads have devel­ 
oped the resources of California.

should hold them to build iheir roads 
wherever subsidies have been given 


them, and when that 19 done It Is all 
they can ask. 
Another question—the harbors oil 
our coast. The Government of the 
United Stales lia s expended millions 
and hundreds of miliionson the Atlan­ 
tic coast. 
We have on the Pacific 
Coast perhaps one harbor to ten on the 
Atlantic. 
J favor building up all har­ 
bors o n the coast, and particularly fa­ 
vor those in our own district. I would 
not vote to give aid to railroads, but 
would to harbors, The railroads might 
become monopolies, but the harbors 
never can. If I could learn that a 
harbor was a public necessity I would 
favorita improvement, uo difference 
w hether Shii Diego, W ilmington, San­ 
ta Monica or Monterey.
